Sec. 2.

Every enployer shall allow every enpl oyee except those
specified in this Section at |east twenty-four consecutive
hours of rest in every calendar week in addition to the
regul ar period of rest allowed at the close of each working
day.

This Section does not apply to the foll ow ng:

(1) Part-tinme enployees whose total work hours for one
enpl oyer during a cal endar week do not exceed 20; and

(2) Enpl oyees needed in case of breakdown of machinery
or equipnment or other energency requiring the imediate
servi ces of experienced and conpetent |abor to prevent injury
to person, damage to property, or suspension of necessary

operation; and
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(3) Enployees enployed in agriculture or coal m ning;
and

(4) Enployees engaged in the occupation of canning and
processi ng peri shabl e agricul tural pr oduct s, if such
enpl oyees are enpl oyed by an enployer in such occupation on a
seasonal basis and for not nore than 20 weeks during any
cal endar year or 12 nonth period; and

(5) Enployees enployed as watchnen or security guards;
and

(6) Enployees who are enployed in a bonafide executive,
adm nistrative, or professional capacity or in the capacity
of an outside salesman, as defined in Section 12 (a) (1) of
the federal Fair Labor Standards Act, as anmended, and those
enpl oyed as supervisors as defined in Section 2 (11) of the
Nat i onal Labor Rel ations Act, as anmended; and

(7) Enployees who are enployed as crew nenbers of any

uni nspected towi ng vessel, as defined by Section 2101(40) of

Title 46 of the United States Code, operating in any

navigable waters in or along the boundaries of the State of

Il1inois.
